Wife of Former President ef Guate- 
wala is Destitute. 


From a palace where she presid- 
ed as first ladv of the land to an 
almshouse refuge—such is the fate 
that has overtaken Senora Alagera 
Barrios, wife of a former president 
of Guatemala. 

With an almost complete impair- 
ment of her vision, penniless and 
without means to earn a livelihood, 
Senora Barrios knocked for admit- 
at the Touro-Shakespeare 
almshouse in New Orleans New 
Year's day. 

Her husband, Jcse Maria Reno 

Barrios, was assassinated a short 
time after his accession to the pre- 
sidency. Senora Barrios then went 
t» Europe, wher she remained for 
sometime. The fortune she inherit- 
ed from her husband was dissipat 
through mismanagement of those in 
charge of it, she asserts. For sever- 
a! montbs she has lived obscurely 
New Orleans. 
At the office of the Guatemalan 
consul it was declared that if the 
wife of the former president wou!d 
return to Guatemala to live, she 
would receive a pension from that 
government equal to the salary 
paid her husband.

Drawn to Wonderful Fineness. 


The drawing of wire is an inter- 
esting operation. Bars of metal 
four inches square are heated and 
passed while hot ‘ and plastic, 
through rapidly revolving rouis, re- 
ducing them to wire rods which 
vary from one-quarter of an inch 
or more in diameter, according to 
the size of finished wire wanted. 
These rods, which are formed into 
coils as they pass through the rolls, 
are dipped in acid baths to remove 
loose scales and provide a lubricant 
for drawing. 

The drawing consists of pulling 
rods while cold through holes of 
gradually decreasing diameter 
drilled in steel plate. By this. pro- 
cess the particles of metal become 
elongated and strained, making the 
wire harder and more brittle.

Chicken Shortcake.—Here 
gcod way to convert the remnants 
of a chicken stew or fricasse into 
a tempting and savory dish: Free 
the chicken from skin and bones 
and cut into small slivers. Put the 
meat on to heat in enough gravy 
to make it quite moist. Sift two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt with 
one pint of flour. Rub one tea- 
spoonful of lard and butter into the 
flour, then stir in three-quarters of 
a cup of milk. Stir the dough into 
a small ball and roll into*a cake 
about an inch thick. Bake in a 
quick oven about fifteen minutes. 
When done open the edge with a 
knife and tear the cake in two. Af- 


the lower half replace the upper 
half. Over the whole pour a gen- 
erous amount of hot chicken gravy 
and serve at once. 

. Pickled Rump Roast.—Take four 
peunds young rump, lard it with 
salt pork, rub both sides with salt 
and pepper, then put in a stone 
crock and cover with best vinegar. 
Let stand in the pickle for three 
days, take out, wipe on a clean 
cloth, dredge lightly with flour, 
roast brown in butter, then add one 
tablespoonful sugar, three cloves, 
one bay leaf, and lastly add the 
vinegar in which it was pickled; al- 
so an onion sliced finely. Let it 
simmer until tender. . After remov- 
ing the meat, thicken the gravy 
with flour as usual. This is excel- 
lent and a decided improvement on 
the ordinary way of serving a rump 
roast. 

Veal Oysters.—One and one-half 
pounds veal from leg. Cut up into 
size of oysters; french them like 
vou would pork tenderloin; sprinkle

“ANOTHER’S SHOES.” 


A Phrase That Had Its Origin in an 
Ancient Custcm. 

The expression “stepping Into an- 
otber’s shoes,” Jike many another com- 
mov phrase, bad its origin in un an- 
cient custom. 

The old Norse law required that a 
persop to be adopted must step into a 
previously prepared shoe, ‘Lhis shoe 
was made from the skin taken frotn 
the right bind ley of a “three-winuters- 
old bull.” 

The skin was tiayed froin above the 
hock, and out of thik the shoe was 
made, The persvn to be adopted step- 
ped into this shoe, taking into his 
arms one at a time, it is presuined, the 
younger sous of the ian muking the 
adoption. If there were also sous who 
were of age they stepped into the shoe 
afterward, by this sign showing their 
consent to the adoption. 

A mun in this way could adopt an 
illegitimate son, making him his law- 
ful heir, but in that case the father 
was obliged to step into the shoe first. 
If there were any full grown sons, 
they stepped into the shoe afterward; 
if there were no full grown sons, then 
the next of kin did the stepping, and 
Without his consent, by the way, this 
special adoption could not be made. 

Witnesses to the ceremony in the 
use of the shoe were required to es- 
tablish its legality. 

Ir will be seen that this was 
sidered an importnnt ceremony, and 
sipce so much “shoe stepping” was 
done it is not strange that the expres-

Sayce and Mr. Crowley con- 
tain contracts dated according to 
both the Egyptian and Jewish cal- 
lendars, As the Egyptian calendar 
is perfectly well known, it is now 
possible to reconstruct the Jewish 
calendar, and this task Mr. Kno- 
bol has achieved, showing that the 

Jewish calendar in use at the time 

of these. papyri was one derived, 

not from actual observation of the 
first appearance of the new moun, 
but from calculation. 

This calculation was clearly based 
‘upon a knowledge of the fact that 
(nineteen solar years contain an ex- 
act number of lunar months, a fact 
made use of in the ‘‘golden num- 
ber’’ of the Episcopal prayer-book 
tubles for finding Easter. The dis- 
covery of this cycle is usually as- 
cribed to Meton, the Greek, but it 
is now clear that it was in regular 
use among the Jews long before his 
time.
